Such a law would "cut down the 


amount of hard liquor consumed 
by over one-half, also cutting down 
the number of arrests and assuring 
more safety of the driving public," 
Derrington said in

statement. 
"Statements from a survey of 
states having this law prove this," 
tie added. 


Derrington said he was aware 
'this plan will cause a great .roar 
from the prohibitionists of 
the 
state." But he believed it

"meet with the approval of the 
vast majority of the people of our 
state."

WASHINGTON—What right has 
a doctor to take a life? That's one 
of the physician's oldest legal anc 
moral problems. 


What right has a doctor to help 


create life? 
That's a fairly new 


problem for medical men. The 
modern techniques of artificial in- 
semination created it. 


Churchmen and lawyers for cen- 


turies have argued about "mercy 
killings," such as the one for which 
Dr. Hermann N. Sander was re 
cently indicted at Manchester, N 
H. 
Now they are drawing the 
battlelines for the newer contro- 
versy. Is it morally or legally right 
for a woman to have a baby by use 
of the life germ of a man 'who is 
not her husband, even though the 
husband consents and a doctor en- 
gineers the project: Or is it adul- 
tery? 


There are now about 4,000 per- 


sons in the United States who were 
"test tube babies." Are they legit- 
imate? 
Problems involving their

litigation over these issues, doctors 
could become involved -as agents 
or accessories. Both medical and 
legal men have done a lot of think- 
ing and worrying about the possi- 
bilities. 
Actually there has been 


very little court action regarding 
artificial 
insemination—but 
that 


very fact leaves the physician all 
the more in the dark as to his 
rights and liabilities. 


Doctors who perform an artifici- 
al insemination often view it as an 
act of mercy or charity. A couple 
long frustrated in their hope for 
children come to him with the 
plea to enable the wife to have a 
child. It is often an act of.desper- 
ation, on which all their future 
happiness seems to depend. 
^They 


won't be satisfied to adopt a baby. 
They want a child that will be at 
least half theirs. 


If the doctor agrees, he must 
act with extreme secrecy to pro- 
tect all the parties concerned. He 
must choose a donor, the other man, 
who is youthful, healthy, intelli- 
gent, of good character and re- 
sembling the husband as much «3 
possible. 
Neither the donor ' nor 


the. couple must ever know the 
other's identity. 


Usually the donor is a hospital 


intern who needs extra money. He 
is paid $5 or $10 for a specimen, 
and he often donates to one recipi- 
ent repeatedly over a period of 
months—neither, of course, ever 


seeing the other.

York City requires that such rec 
ords be kept.

are thus recorded, there is no guar 
antee of perpetual secrecy.

some doctors outside of New York 
never require any such statements

NEUVER 


The 
present session of 


Congress, like past sessions, 
will see various activities, by 
opponents of specific propos- 
als, known under the pleas- 
ant term of legislative ma- 
neuvering. This means in 
general the use of legisla- 
tive rules and procedures in 
attempts to prevent passage 
of a proposal. An example 
early in the session is pro- 
vided by opponents of the 
oleomargarine tax repeal- 
er bill in the Senate, who 
have offered 
amendments 


on such irrelevant subjects 
as fair 
employment prac- 


tices, anti-lynching and anti- 
poll tax laws. 


The purpose of this kind 


of maneuvering is not to op- 
pose a measure on its merits 
but the apposite—to prevent 
a decision on the merits of 
the proposal. 
Often 
such 


maneuvers, like the infam- 
ous f filibuster and the conv- 
mittee pigeon-hole, are in- 
tended to prevent a measure 
from coming to a vote at all. 
Others are intended to con- 
fuse the issue so much that 
rejection is certain. 


Such legislative practices 


»re unworthy of our Con- 
gress. But they are more 
than unworthy; they are a 
denial of and a damaging 
attack against the 
funda- 


mental principles of demo- 
cratic government. The ba- 
sis of our government is the 
theory that the wish of the 
majority 
should prevail. 


Any maneuver or practice 
which has the purpose of 
preventing the wish of the 
majority from taking effect, 
or from being determined, is 
undemocratic, and a peril 


. to our way of government. 


EXPRESSIVE PEACE 
This 
nation's conserva- 


tives are losing ground to 
liberals and radicals partly 
because of their unwilling- 
ness and inability to convey 
their ideas through the me- 
dium of speech, says Dr. 
James H. McBurney, dean 
of the school of speech at 
Northwestern University.

ON LOYALTY OATHS 
Loyalty oaths for officials 


are out in New Jersey. The 
state supreme court declar- 
ed unconstitutional four acts 
requiring state office-hold- 
ers and candidates for state 
office to swear that they be- 
longed to no subversive or- 
ganization and did not ap- 
prove of violent overthrow 
of our form of government. 


The court's decision .was 


handed down by Chief Jus- 
tice Arthur T. Vanderbilt, 
a prominent Republican and 
a former president of the 
American Bar 
Association. 


He affirmed that the state 
constitution prescribed • an 
oath for office-holders, and 
that the legislature was mit 
empowered to add to it by a 
simple statue. Not content 
with this technical point, he 
added that all citizens are 
bound in their 
allegiance 


to the state even in the ab- 
sence of an oath. In support 
of this opinion he cited the 
great 
authority, 
Edward 


Coke, the seventh century 
British lawyer whom attor- 
neys even today esteem as 
the greatest of. their profes- 
sion. 
/

on the general practice of 
"non-Communist" oaths ?

Biological and 
mechanical 


discoveries are attributed to 
Stalin's encouragement, with 
broad hints that he. planned 
the whole project, and that 
the scientist or inventor in 
charge merely carried out 
the dictator's minute instruc- 
tions. One thing left is to 
have sacrifices offered up U> 
Stalin, and prayers address- 
ed directly to him, as in the 
case of the Roman emper- 
ors. 


Since Stalin is credited 


with so much ability and so 
much power, obviously the 
weather must depend upon 
his will. This 'would com- 
pletel; rule out the weather 
as a topic of conversation, 
since to criticize it would 
savor of finding fault with 
Stalin's arrangements.

mining scene. A survey by 
the National Coal Associa- 
tion finds that only one soft 
coal digger in five now lives 
in a company-owned house 


^he beginning of the com- 


pany town was l o g i c a l 
enough. Operators of isolat- 
ed mines found that they 
could not keep miners with- 
out housing, and as none oth- 
er was to be had the opera- 
tors built the houses. The 
growth of the system was 
due in part to the fact that 
the 
company-owned house 


was a useful tie between the 
miner and his job. Higher 
wages and the automobile 
have broken the tie. 


The company towns serv- 


ed a useful end in their day, 
but most of them became 
known chiefly as blights on 


the landscape, 
and 
many 


were little better than slums. 
In some cases, also, the com- 
pany house and the company 
store 
became means 
of 


keeping miners in virtual 
slavery. Few 
will mourn 


their passing. 


BETTER COMMITTEE 


WAYS 


The House Committee on 


Un-American 
Activities is 


doing better. This is the 
opinion of two 
California 


members who for years have 
severely criticized the antics 
of its ruling group. Con- 
gressmen Chet Holifield and 
Helen Gahagan Douglas re- 
cently reported that in their 
view the committee did a 
better job in the past year 
than in the previous twelve 
years of its existence. Two 
Californians agreed that the 
committee "acted with more 
restraint and regard for-civil 
liberties than ever." 


During most of its exist- 


ence the 
Committee has 


seemed interested chiefly in 
two things, publicity and 
branding as a Communist 
anyone who was even slight- 
ly less conservative than the 
Committee's own very con- 
servative stand. Suggestions 
for investigation of Fascist 
and near-Fascist activities 
seemed to offer no , appeal 
whatever. 


Under the present chair- 


man, John S. Wood of Geor- 
gia, there have been some 
slips, but on the whole a 
much better record. The 
Committee now seems to rec- 
ognize that it was appoint- 
ed not merely to get its name 
in the papers, and has been 
more inclined to stick to se- 
rioua business.

evoked by the present world cri- 
Bis, which Beldam gels Into print, 
or onto the radio, la this one: 
"Are 
we big enough 
(or

times?" 
AS people In the mass, 


and as Individuals, are we equal 
to this great hour? Are our minds 
large enough to grasp it; and our 
hearts stout enough to meet It? 
Or shall we fall down, inadaquate, 
before an emergency such as sel- 
dom confronts any nation? 


In the Book of Acts there stand 


out certain narratives which «on- 
itltute turning points In church 
and 
world history. 
Our lesson 


deals with one such turning point 
today. This is the account of how 
the new Christian religion, confin- 
ed geographically to Palestine and 
culturally and racially 
to the 


Jews, took a step forward 
of 
world-shaking 
significance. 


A Rude Awakening. 


It took a 
spectacular 
vision 


from heaven, thrice repeated, to 
awaken the Apostle Peter, on be- 
half of the Jerusalem church, to 
an awareness of the greatness and 
Immediacy of Christianity's task. 
He and his fellow disciples of Je- 
sus had remained complacent Jews, 
with no other thought than that 
their new fellowship was to com- 
prise only members 
of the chosen 
race. 
They were thrice-entrenched 


in regional, racial and religious pro- 
vincilialism. 
The larger 
signifi- 


cance of their Lord's teaching had 
not yet penetrated their minds. 


Then befell Peter's vision 
the 


events which folowed. 
He was 


making his afternoon prayer on a- 
roof-top In Joppa When this great; 
event happened. In front of him 
was the Inviting Mediterranean, 
the highway to Europe and to the 
world besides, it was a place for 
spacious thinking. 


In this, thrice-repeated vision, 
Peter beheld a great sheet let 
down from heaven, containing .all 
manner of living creatures. He was 
bidden, to rise, slay, and eat Boast- 
fully he reminded the Lord^-how 
man lives to argue with God—that 


tlce la already knocking at our 
door. 
Peter, like all devout Jews of 


his day, believed in racial and re- 
ligious segregation and had long 
held to it, but In response to the 
vision and the urgent invitation of 
Cornelius, Peter started 
oft to 


Caesarea, thirty miles north along 
the coast, his spirit evidently stir- 
red to its depths by the events 
which had 80 recently happened. 
With Peter went the three mes- 
sengers of Cornelius and six Jop- 
pa Christians. He found the Ro- 
man official waiting expectantly 
with a company of friends assem- 
bled. Cornelius related his vision, 
and Peter told his. 
While Peter was speaking1, the 


promised Holy Spirit fell upon the 
company. Thus heaven's acal was 
set upon the acceptance of G«n- 
tlleg into the Christian church. For 
at the outlet of his address, PeUr 
had declared » revolutionary truth 
which has become the charter of 
the church: "Of a truth 
perceive 
that Ood is no respecter of per- 
sons: but in every nation he that 
feareth Him, and worketh right- 
eousness, ig accepted with Him." 
Facing the New Day. 
With these words, the proud 


theory of racial intolerance and 
religious 
exclusiveness went on 


the rocks. Some still cling to it, 
but they cling to a wreck, known 
to'be so by all. right-thinking per- 
sons and condemned by the plain 
teachings .of the word of God.. 
This, is said with deep reallza.- 


tlon that social change 
Comes 
slowly ana that age-old mistaken 
notions have to be handled, not 
only with firmness but with con- 
siderable 
patience, 
and 
under- 
standing for those who'hold them. 
But le^ those of Us who recognize 
these words of Peter'as the char- 
ter of Christian freedom act ac- 
cordingly.

There's a Lot Of Work To Handle

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—(Spl.) 


—Congressional payrolls have boon 
much in the news lately 


Tlie convlctlcn of Rep. Parnell 


Thomas of Now Jersey of payroll

;rved to focus f.ttention 


on the subject. 
And some mem- 


bers of congress themselves have 
been critical of payroll practices. 


The attitude of the overwhelm- 
ing majority of the legislators is 
summed up in the words of Rep. 
Lloyd Bentsen, Jr., of McAllen, 
who said. 


"Rep. Bi-.dick (B-ND) has in- 


troduced a meritorious bill calling 
for a searching investigation of 
congressional staffs to expose any 
jayroll padding and salary kick- 
backs on Capitol Hill. 


"If a thing like this Is going 


in, it certainly should be stopped." 
Few Cases Seen. 


Cases of payroll padding and 


cickbacks are undoubtedly 
few 


and far between. 
The very fact 


hat the house makes public its 
entire payroll 
obviously 
would 


erve as a deterrent against such 
iractices.' 


On the jcnate side of the capltol 
uch data is secret. 
But Senate 
Secretary tes Biffle recently said 
he would Publish the whole pay- 
ol in his forthcoming report to 
he senate.

Each representative is allowed 
approximately $20,000 yearly for 
clerk ' Ire; he can pay a maxi- 
mum of $7,720 to any one em- 
ploye and he can have as many 
as six employes. 
If he doesn't 


use the full amount, the taxpay- 
are are saved the difference. 


Those are the only restrictions 
in force. 


Therc is no prohibition against 
having a relative on the payroll. 
Many congressmen 
have their 


wives or other relatives on 
the 


payroll. Some Texas congressional 
wives have worked in secretarial 
tasks In the past, but none are 
ao employed at present. 


One odd fact is that while a con- 


gressman can have a total pay- 
roll of about $20,000 a year, the 
base salcirv limit is $12,500 yearly. 
The base limit he can pay any em- 
ploy,, i., $5,000, compared with the 
57,720 maximum gross amount that 
actually is p-ld. 


Base Is Boosted. 


This comes about because con- 
gress, in voting various pay 
In- 


creases to government employes, 
merely added the boosts to the 
base amounts. An employe down 
for a base salary of $1,500 actual- 
ly gets S2.679; -ne down for $3,000 
gets $4,849. 


The staffs handle large volumes 


of mail for 'their bosses, spend 
much time on the telephone seek- 
ing information for constituents, 
help write speeches in some cases 
and do research work. Some are 
lawyers or otherwise especially 
qualified for certain tasks. 
- 


By and large, they --ork longer 


hours than other government em- 
ployes, since congress frequently 
holds late sessions and the staffs 
must await the boss'retrun to sign 
the late mail. 


The number of employes, on pay- 
r»lls of the Texas representatives 
varies 
from 
month 
to 
month. 
For instance, the December pay- 
roll shows that the staff of Rep. 
Gen0 Wbrley of Shamrock again 
included Florence Graham. 
For 
years a secretary to.the congress- 
man, sho had quit several months 
ago when she married and return- 
ed to Pampa. She was re-employ- 
ed for work In Texas while Wor- 
ley was back there in December, 
but she Is not now on the payroll. 
Occasionally one or more extra 
typists are hired temporarily when 
the work piles up.

There are broilers and fryers ga- 


lore these days, so get out your 
beet chicken recipes and let your 
family enjoy good poultry dishes. 
One of the things I like about a 
fried .chicken dinner is that the 
rest of the menu can be simple—as 
long at there's plenty of the chic- 
ken around. Perfect complements 
for either broiled or friend chicken 
are: French fried potatoes (quick- 
frozen and ready to be heated) or 
shoestring potatoes out of a can, 
a big bowl of cole slaw, and hot 
rolls or biscuits.

1 the 
broilers with,fat; place the broiling 
rack so that the top of the chicken 
will be about 4 inches from the 
heat Regulate the "heat (or change 
the position of the rack) so that 
the chicken is colored lightly in 
spots at the end of 10 to 12 minutes.

Federal aid f°r education 
In 


"publicly controlled, 
tax-support- 


ed schools only" and legislation to 
financially assist the states in the 
development and maintenance of 
local public health units are urg- 
ed in the currently active legisla- 
tion program" of the National Con- 
gress of Parents and Teachers, 
Mrs. Rollln Brown of Los , An- 
geles announced recently. 
The program, adopted by the 
parent-teacher organization's board 
of 
managers, 
endorses 
several 


other measures before the pres- 
ent congress, recently reconvened, 
including those to liberalize the 
Plsplaced Persons act, to prohibit 
paid advertising of alcoholic bev- 
erages in interstate 
commerce 


and over the radio, and also to al- 
low adequate appropriations 
for 
six federal offices operating in the 
field of child and community wel- 
fare. 


Support is given to bills to pro- 


vide for the use of federal funds 
for the return home of runaway 
children and to demonstrate pub- 
lic library service to people in 
areas without it or inadequately 
served. 
A stand for establish- 


ment of a strong national defense 
rather than 
universal 
military 
training is reiterated. 
Postal rate 


increases for library books and 
special second class mailings are 
opposed. 
Adequate congressional appro- 


priations to carry out the schol 
lunch program and the extension 
of social security benefits to 
the 


employes of non-profit organiza- 
tions, such as the National Con- 
gress of Parents and Teachers, 
are supported. Ratification of the 
child labor amendment by the 
eight additional states necessary 
Is urged. 
Federal Aid for Education. 


Under the heading of Federal 


Aid for Education in the active 
program, the following statement' 
of policy is reaffirmed 
"We believe that it is necessary 


for the federal government 
to 
appropriate funds to supplement 
those raised by local and state 
governments to provide adequate 
educational opportunities for 
all 


children and youth. 
We support 


the principle that any such funds 
appropriated by the federal gov- 
ernment should go to publicly con- 
trolled, tax-supported schools only," 
To this was added: 


"We support legislation 
that 


would 
provide grants-ln-aid 
for 


publicly controlled, tax-supported 
schools; allocations to states on 
the basis of relative per capita in- 


come and school-age population; 
and provisions for a minimum 
foundation program to serve as a 
guide for equalizing educational 
services within the states." 


Legislation 
providing for 
the 


education of children of federal 
reservations and other federally 
owned property not subject 
to 


state or local taaes is supported. 
Also recomended 
are measures 


designating that the education of 
Indian children be administered 
through 
state 
departments 
of 


education and that adequate fed- 
eral appropriations be given 
to 


furnish educational opportunities 
equal to those of other American 
children. The United States gov- 
ernment is asked to facilitate the 
rehabilitation of Hawaiian schools 
by releasing necessary building ma- 
terials. 


A non-partisan bill sponsored by 


the National Congress of Parents 
and Teachers to assist the states 
in the development and mainten- 
ance of local public health units 
was passed unanimously by the 
senate last August.

Map Making Will 
Mark High Point 
Of Census Takers 


Without maps defining all polit- 


ical subdivisions of the United 
States, the job of taking the 17th 
decennial census of the nation in 
1950 would be an impossible un- 
dertaking. 
To maintain a com- 


plete file of up to date maps of 
all parts of the country is the 
primary task of the geography 
division of the census bureau. 


The geography division will use 


about 200,000 maps in preparing 
for the 1950 census. Approximate- 
ly one million copies of these maps 
will be prepared for use in field 
enumeration. 
For many months, 


the geography division has been 
engaged in correcting the basic 
maps and in printing duplicate 
copies for use by the 140,000 enu- 
merators whi will take the census. 


For enumeration purposes, the 


United States has been, divided in- 
to over 200,000 enumeration dis- 
tricts. 
Individual maps of each 


of these districts wil be furnished 
to the enumerators assigned 
to 


them. These enumeration- district 
maps are enlarge* sections 
of 
about 20,000 maps 
of 
cuonties, 


townships, cities and towns. 


Many of the maps used by the 


census' bureau show roads 
and 


streams, and locations of dwelling 
structures. For some areas, how- 
ever, aerial photographs are em- 
ployed. 


As they make their rounds, enu- 


merators are charged w!th the re- 
sponsibility of bringing their maps 
up to date, marking in locations 
of new dwelling structures, new 
roads and other important geo- 
graphical data not apeparing on 
the map furnished.

Enrollment Increase For Corsicana 
Public Schools Shown This Semester 


Spring semester enrollment fig- 


ures 
for 
the 
Corsicana 
public 
school system reveal a general In- 
crease over legistrations for 
the 
same period last year. 
Enrollments for the new semes- 
ter which opened January 24 also 
were higher than those at the start 
of school last September. 


The figures, released by Supt 
W. H. Norwood, showed 3,311 stu- 
dents enrolled in the school system 
last Tuesday, compared with 2,909 
at the same time last year. 
At the start of school last Sep- 
tember the krand total was 3,229, 
or 82 less than now enrolled. 


Negro enrollments decreased at 


the opening of the spring semester 
Tuesday while 
additional white 


students were registered. 
Total white enrollment at pres- 
ent is 2,411, compared with 2,071 in 
January, 1949. The negro enroll- 
ment is 900, an increase of 62 over 
January's enrollment In 1949, but 
ten less than the September figure.

of Tuesday are as follows:

On re-direct examination, he said 
the threats might have been con- 
ditioned on the disturbing of 
the 


fence. He talked with 
Banister 
about the case but didn't recall a 
private conversation 
with 
the 


county attorney. 
He said he did not believe Fraley 


ley ever said that Hollifield 
had 


threatened his life—but did say he 
feared he would beat him up. 


Mrs. Bertha Ellis, employee of 
the Department of Public welfare, 
•aid she investigated Holllfleld in 
1943 and he met the requirements 
for aid to the blind and that Dr. 
James E. Boyd of Hlllsboro made 
the examination and that Holllfleld 
drew the pension until his death. 


The objections of the defense to 


all the evidence of Mrs. Ellis were 
•ustalned. 


Doctor Testifies 
Dr. James E. Boyd.'Hillsboro. M. 


D., testified of an examination of 
Hollifield, April 6, 1943—that 
he 


was blind in the left eye and had 
one-tenth vision In the right eye— 
judging from the cause it would 
grow worse—caused 
by 
eyelids 
turning in and lashes scratching 
the cornea causing scars and ul- 
cers and retarding and prohibiting 
vision. 


Under 
cross-examination, 
Dr. 
Boyd said Hollifield 
could 
get 
around, but It would be doubtful If 
h* recognized his fellowmen. 
H. C. Rlddell of the Corley Fu- 
neral Home said he went to Me- 
Cormick's In Blooming Grove for 
Hollifleld's body and was present 
when a photograph of it was made 
by Raymond Myrick. then deputy 
sheriff, and Myrick was recalled 
and Identified the photograph. The 
picture was introduced in evidence. 


Sheriff on Stand 


Shsriff David Castles 
testified 


h« measured several, distances 
in 
the vicinity of the trouble. 
The 


measurements were made Wednes- 
day afternoon on the request of 
the State. They included: 


From the road t'o Barham's resi- 


dence—37 feet 3 inches. 


From bar ditch -to bar ditch In 


road—35 feet 5 inches. 


From 
Holllfleld 
barn east 
to 


road—108 feet. 


From Hollifield home to Camp- 


bell home—402 feet. 


The'Sheriff said he was accom- 
panied by Deputy Sheriff 
R. E. 
Jones and State Highway Patrol- 
man Galnes. 
Delmer Ryno, Blooming Grove, 


said Holllfleld bore a good reputa- 
tion In Blooming Grove—that 
he 


had never heard anything aboui 
Holllfleld 
being 
in 
trouble 
or 


threatening Mr. Cruse at 
Cryer 


Creek. 
Betty Campbell, Dallas, employ- 


ed at the Southwestern 
Medical 


School and a 
student .in 
night 


school, formerly 
of 
Blooming 


Grove, said she accompanied Mrs. 
Holllfleld to the county clerk's Of- 
fice on the mornin go* the 
shoot- 


ing with a copy of the deed to the 
Holllfleld property for advice be- 
cause of the trouble brewing. They 
were advised that the land should 
be surveyed. 
Miss Campbell said she 
heard 


Hollifield say that if the property 
In dispute was his, he wanted 
It, 


and If not, he didn't. 
Character Witnesses 


N. H. Green, Blooming Grove, 


testified Hollifleld's reputation was 
good and had never heard threats 
against Cruse or Fraley. 


Will Cobb, Barry, said Hollifield 


bore a good reputation—worked for 
him seven years—that' Hollifield in 
1941 left too much cotton on stalks 
while picking because of poor eyes. 
J. A. Harris, .Cryer Creek, for- 


merly employed Hollifield and said 
his reputation was good. He said 


ho never saw anyorte leading Holll- 
ficld around. 


The State rested at 8:25 p. m. 
Tommy Armstrong was the first 


defense rebuttaf witness—a broth- 
er of Judge F. E. Armstrong of 
Blooming Grove. He said he saw 
Hollifield working a small plot In 
corn and possibly cotton—saw him 
plowing In 1947 and 1948—mending 
fences, and recognized him (Arm- 
strong) . 
Jeff Hargrove, Blooming Grove, 


said he resided . about 200 yards 
north of Fraley—knew Holllfleld— 
always was recognized—had seen 
Hollifield looking at a newspaper 
—termed him a hard 
worker — 


wouldn't consider him a peaceable 
man—never heard him make 
a 
threat with gun or knife—knew h« 
had bad eyes. 
Fraley Warned 


John Fraley, son of the defend- 


ant, Silver City resident, said he 
talked with Tom Campbell 
who 


told him and his brother (FraUy 
present) that the boys had better 
stick to their dad. that bunch (Hol- 
llfields) would do anything 
they 


were big enough to do. 
He said under cross-examination 
that he did not talk to Judge Arm- 
strong, but did talk to 
Marshal 
Grant. He said he feared the Holll- 
fields would catch his father away 
from his residence and beat him to 
death. 


The crowd Wednesday night was 


smaller than at previous sessions 
of the trial. 


Wednesday Afternoon 


Joe George, 
Blooming 
Grove, 


county commissioner, testified 
he 


had known Fraley since the latter 
moved to Blooming Grove — and 
that the land purchased by Fraley 
had been owned by 
the 
George 


family since 1911. The 12.3 acres 
were sold to Fraley sometime In 
1945. 
The commissioner 
testified 


tho road in the vicinity of 
the 


scene of the killing was supposed 
to be 60 feet wide, and that 
the 


Barham house was 50 feet east of 
the road line. He said he saw the 
deceased at the post office 
each 


morning. He said Hollifleld's eyes 
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may 'have been weak, but he al- 
ways spoke to him. 


Under cross-examination he de- 


nied 
knowing Holllfleld drew a 


alind pension and said he picked 
and chopped cotton. He testified 
the Campbell and Hollifield houses 
were about 300 yards apart. 
T. M. Sewell had known the de- 


ceased IB or 20 years—saw 
him 
nearly every day—never saw 
r him 


working—but had seen him driving 
a team four or five years ago. He 
estimated the distance 
between 


the Campbell and Hollifield 
resi- 


dences at 250 feet. 


Defendant Testifies 


The defendant testified from 1:35 


p. m. until 3:26 p. m. except for 
1 couple of short recesses and in- 
termissions. 
Stating that he was 77. years of 
age, Fraley 
said 
he 
moved 
to 


Blooming Grove in March, 1948 
and had served as caretaker of the 
Club Lake near Corslcana 17 years 


4 months. 
Fraley said he built the tempor- 


ary fence and that he 
(Fraley) 


proposed Hollifield put his hogs in 
the enclosure that later became the 
disputed area leading to the trou- 
ble. 


Hollifield moved the hogs six or 


eight months later when he (Fra- 
ley) requested It. 


Trouble Detailed 


The 
defendant said the 
first 


trouble occurred a month or two 
before the homicide, and 
before 


they had gotten along fine. Fraley 
helped Holllfleld build 
the 
hog 
shed. 


Fraley later' testified that when 


he (Fraley) sought to erect 
his 


fence on the real boundary 
after 


finding out he owned the proper- 
tp, Hollifield was quoted as declar- 
ing: 


"You 
won't do any such damned 


thing—There'll be no fence!" 
Fraley said the deceased 
also 


threatened to "mop up" on him, 
and started toward the defendant 
who walked away. 


The defendant described 
Holli- 


field as weighing ISO pounds, while 
he (Fraley) weighs only 130. 


Meeting Proposed. 
Fraley detailed going to F. 
E. 


Armstrong, justice of the 
peace, 
relative to a peace bond, and 
sug- 


gested -a trip to the county attor- 
ney, 
where they discussed the slt- 


patlon. 
It was suggested that Fraley and 


HollifUld meet In the county 
at- 


torney's office and work out 
the 


situation. 
i 


Holltfleld said when his daugh- 
ter, the real owner of the prope'r- 
ty, came home they would discuss 
the matter. 


Fraley said that he aiked George 


and Armstrong to talk to 
HolH- 


fleld as he (Fr&Uy) was afraid to 
talk to him. 


He quoted 
Armstrong 
Baying 
George told him the disputed land 
belonged to Fraley. 
Fraley quoted Clara Belle, Holll- 


field's daughter, the owner, as say- 
ing Armstrong told her to put a 
fence on It—and the defendant said 
he told the owner if she did, "I'd 
take it own." 
Fraley also talked to Matt Daw- 
son, he said, and then, on August 
8 put the fence materials on the 
ground and asked a negro to help 
him.that afternoon. 
He related that.he told his wife 


he was not going out to the site 
empty-handed due to his fear that 
Holllfleld would jump on him. 


Pistol In Bucket 
Fraley put a pistol in the staple 


bucket. 
'He rushed up with his hands In 
his pocket—from behind a bulld- 
Isg," Fraley testified, and warned 
the defendant not to put up a post 
or drive a staple. 
"I warned him against an argu- 


ment and he called his folks 
to 
come • on . out," Fraley said, 
and 


then declared the deceased "jerk- 
ed" a jlstol out of his pocket and 
"I fired point blank!" Fraley said 
then the deceased started toward 
the post as if to rest the gun on 
the post for aid. 
Fraley said he was looking to 


get shot. 


Called Ambulance 


After the shoiting, Fraley said 


he went to town, called an ambu- 
lance and was to put in a call to 
the sheriff, but the telephone oper- 
ator said that Armstrong had al- 
ready called Corslcana. 
He then detailed his trip tp town, 
starting back horns, surrendering 
to Marshal Grant, going home to 
change clothes. 
Fraley said that Hollifield pass- 


ed him several times with his hand 
in his pocket and "watching me." 


He said Tom Campbell told him 


to keep his "eyes open" and that 
the Holllfields would do anything 
thsy were big enough to do—that 
he (Fraley) might get,a "pot shot" 
—that Virkil, Hollifleld's son, had 
threatened to . kick the pants off 
him—and told his two Fraley sons 
they, had better stay with 
their 


dad. 
Fraley said ht had never 
been 


convicted or tried before. 
Crocs Examination 
Under vigorous 
cross-examina- 


tion at the hands of Banister, 'he 
admitted he had not had his land 
surveyed by a surveyor—that he 
built the fence leaving out 
the 
strip 25 feet wide—one third of an 
acre—that he paid $50 per acre for 
the property. He admitted telling 
Mr. and Mrs. Hollifield that they 
had 28 feet they didn't know they 
owned—said that his family quit 
buying milk from the Holllfields 
when it was tasting bad—later quit 
getting water there. 
Fraley testified that Hollifield 


was drawing a blind pension—that 
he took the hogs out of the enclo- 
sure when he requested—that Der- 
ward George told him the 26 foot 
strip belonged to 
him—Hollifield 


contended it was 
an 
alley—that 
Banister told him the land was not 
worth enough to. have trouble over 
and to stay away from the 
fence— 


didn't know the real owner came 
to Banister's office and he was ab 
sent—didn't remember Armstrong 
saying; stay away from the 
fence 


to avoid trouble. He said it was al- 
ready his land and he armed him- 
self to protect himself. 
"I fired first." Fraley sild and 


then Hollifield hollered to his fam- 
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ly to come on down before 
the 


next shot. 


Wife Shot 


'He started to walk away 
and 


turned and a second before he shot 
at me, my wife shot him." he re- 
lated. Fraley saw Holllfleld 
fall 


and watched Mrs. Holllfleld 
and 
ler son come out of house toward 
:he qcene. 


"I told them to stop—not come 


any closer," Fraley said, denied un- 
der cross-examination 
that 
he 


:hreatened to kill them, but admit- 
ted his pistol was pointad toward 
:hem. He alleged the Holllfileds 
had a "tough name." He said his 
wife reloaded her shotgun and was 
ready for anyone else and acciden- 
:ally discharged the (run. 


On re-direct examination. Fraley 
said that Banister examined his 
title and abstract when " he pur- 
chased the land. 
"Why did you shoot?" Pcvehouse 


asked his client. 


"I shot to protect myself 
and 


wife," he declared. 
Fraley 
said he had scon a .32 


caliber pistol in 
the 
Hollifield 


home, property of a son-in-law, and 
two .22 rifles. 


He quoted Banister as saying ho 


doubted If Holllfleld could make 
a peace bond and would be requir- 
ed to stay In .tail. 


Attorney Testifies 


Dawson, attorney, said he 
was 


consulted by Fraley before the kill- 
ing relative to an Injunction 
and 
boundary suit against his neigh- 
bor,—and that his neighbor 
had 


threatened him and Fraley feared 
for his life. 
Dawson testified that he advised 
Fraley the property Involved was 
not worth a lawsuit and suggested 
he go back to Banister about the 
threats after declining to represent 
him. He explained the county at- 
torney had refused to do anything 
and then referred him to another 
attorney. 
Under cross-examination, Dawson 


said if-some action had been tak- 
en, the Incident might not 
have 


happened, 
and if he had felt the 
threat might be carried out 
and 


was the county atorney, he would 
have taken some action. 
Campbell Testimony 


Tom Campbell, employee of the 


Blooming Grove Times, said he had 
conveyed a threat by Vircil Holli- 
field to the defendant that 
the 
younger man had threatened 
"to 


kick the britches off" the defend- 
ant, but he said, he 
had 
never 


heard Bill, Clara Belle, Virgil or 
Mrs. Hollifield make a threat to 
take the defendant's life. He also 
knew that Hollifield was drawing a 
blind pension. 
On re-direct examination, he said 


he talked to Fraley and two sons 
and advised them to stay 
away 


from the fence and settle the mat- 
ter peaceably—as he feared trou- 
bl« if they didn't sta 
away. 
John C. Hughes, Corsicana, tes- 


tified Fraley had a good reputa- 
tion. 
B. J. Acock, Magnolia Pipeline 


Company, had known Fraley 20 
years and gave him a good repu- 
tation. 
George was recalled 
and 
said 
that the line between the lands in 
controversy had been established 
40 years and there was never 
a 


passageway. 
George On Stand 


Derward George, Corslcana, tes- 


tified he sold Fraley the property 
and there was no passageway In- 
volved and sold him all within the 
fence. He said Fraley told him he 
was going to leave a lane and sell 
off lots to the rear of the plot, and 
later told him he might sell it as 
he was having trouble. 
Joe George was recalled for the 
second time and said Fraley 
re- 


quested him and Armstrong to talk

At one 
time he operated a private detec- 
tive agency in Houston. 


Thinking Since 1947. 


He struck upon the idea for a 


mechanical-rejecting key lock back 
in 1947 and completed an operating 
model in August, 1948. He applied 
for a patent no the device at that 
time. 


Brown said, "record^ show that 


a large percentage of automobile 
thefts occur when drivers leave 
their keys in the car. What I want- 
ed to do was to make something 
that would make the driver take 
the key with him." 
His invention is simple. It con- 


sists of a spring 
device which 


kicks the key from 
the 
ignition 


lock when the lock Is In the off 
position. 


The key has the addition of a 


round shaft which comes In contact 
with a compressed spring. When 
the key is moved to the off posi- 
tion in spring forces the key out 
of the lock. 


Brown explained that if the key 


is turned off in the regular manner 
the key will come out in the drvi- 
er's hand. If the key is flicked off 
with a finger, the key will fall to 
the floor. Thus serving as a re- 
minder to the driver to take the 
key from the car. 


The notice from the patent of- 


fcie said he could now show his in- 
vention without fear of losing it 
and could use the words "paten' 
pending" or "patent applied for" on 
the product. The office also sale 
that it wo'uld be six to 12 months 
before a regular patent could be 
issued. 
Making Is Cheap 


Brown said the new lock can b< 


made cheaply and can be installer 
on nsarly any make of car. Think 
Ing that the spring will weaken af 
ter considerable use, Brown

spring can be cheaply and easily 
replaced.

lock companies or automobile man 
ufacturers on the possibilities o 
producing and developing the lock 
but that now he was ready to "talk 
business."

Blooming • Grove 
marshal!, said F. E. Armstrong 
justice of the peace, called him 
and he met Fraley near the school- 
house en route home after

to town. Fraley got into the car 
and surrendered a pistol wrapper 
in paper. 
The defense objected 


to the introduction of a pistol 
Grant said that 
the 
defendant 


wanted to change clothes and they 
went to the Fraley home where 
he saw Mrs. Fraley sitting In a 
room with a shotgun on a nearby 
bed. 
Grant and Fraley later returned 
to the city hall—Grant saying that 
at that time he was unaware Mrs.

—and turned over the pistol 
to

said there were bloody spots near 
the fence.

Asked to Help Deceased 
Returning to the Hollifield prop- 


erty, Mrs. Campbell testified that 
the wife asked her (Mrs.

bell) to do something for her hus- 
band. She said "They were afraid" 
to go to him (Hollifield). Sh* quot- 
ed Hollifield as saying: 
"Somebody get a doctor!" 
Continuing, Mrs. Campbell said 
that David Hollifield went with her 
to his father—that his hands were 
clinched, but no weapons were seen 
and neither the deceased or his son 
was armed. 


Under cross-examination, the wit- 
ness declined to estimate any dis- 
tances from fences, houses, etc.. 
and said the first thing to attract 
her attention was when her dog 
ran to the back door after 
the 
noise. She did not hear a 
pistol 
shot, she said. 


The defense sought to bring out 
that the son was now in Mexico— 
that he was arrested that day for 
AWOL. from the 
armed 
forces. 
Under re-direct examination, Mrs. 
Campbell said she had not 
heard 
David Hollifield was AWOL 
and 
that srre hadn't discussed her testi- 
mony with her husband. She

Will Bryant of Barry testified he 


had known Hollifield for several 
years—had visited In each others 
homes—and were neighbors for sev- 
eral years. In the Cryer Creek com- 
munity. He said Hollifield was al- 
most blind and did not recognize 
him on the streets on frequent oc- 
casions. Under re-direct, he said 
Hollifield could see a little, but he 
didn't know about a blind pension. 


"You can't prove by me he was 
drawing a pension for the blind," 
Bryant told County Attorney Chas. 
Banister. He also said he had nev- 
er seen Hollifield drive a car. 
The courtroom was not as crowd- 
ed at Wednesday morning's session 
as Tuesday afternoon. 


Completion of the evidence is ex- 
pected during the afternoon, and 
there is a possibility the case will 
reach the jury late this afternoon 
or night.

Census Coming Up 


For 10 years, since the last Uni- 
ted States census in 1940, the users 
of statistical Information about the 
nation's population and its 'char- 
acteristics have been using a tool 
growing duller with age as the dec- 
ade passed along on its way Into 
history. Despite numerous supple- 
mental surveys during the years 
of World War II and since, statis- 
tical studies of necessity had to be 
tied back to the year 1940. 


In April, 1950,,the bureau of cen- 
sus will conduct the 17th decennial 
census. About 140,000 enumerators 
will list selected facts concerning 
some 150 million persons as 
they 
visit an estimated 45 million house- 
holds, 
including more than 
six 


million farms' 
For the next 10 years, the statis- 
tical information compiled in the 
1950 
census will serve as a basis 


for important decisions. The appor- 
tionment among the states of rep- 
resentation in congress will 
be 
determined thereby. 
Studies guiding private industry 
in business decisions will rest on 
the new census foundation. Pub- 
lic planning and distribution of 
public service will be governed for 
a decade by the 1950 count. Any 
survey made to obtain current in- 
formation between censuses will of 
necessity use the last census as a 
point of reference. To anticipate 
the future, it is necessary to know 
the past. 
Users of statistics know 
they 
must be accurate and cover 
the 
subject thoroughly. It Is incum- 
bent upon every individual to do 
his part to attain^such a goal,
